There are two things that 
stand 
out 
in 
the 
men’s 
building 
at 
the 
Adams 
county 
home— the 
steep 
steps the old 
men 
must 
climb, and the odor of dis­ 
infectant. 
The building itself is a 
marvel of cleanliness. 
The 
wide boards of the floor are 
scrubbed almost to white­ 
ness, the beds are in good 
repair, and the bedding is 
spotless. 
Everything that 
can be dime to make the 
place a home is done. 
Rut the fact remains that 
the first floor of the build­ 
ing is located high above 
the earth and the old men 
must (limb from four lo 
seven feet of stairs when 
they wish to enter or leave 
the 
building. 
And 
they 
must 
squeeze 
through 
a 
one-way passage to arrive 
at the second floor. That is 
one of the greatest disad­ 
vantages of the old build­ 
ing. 
The back entrance to the 
building is by way of a 
nearly four foot climb, and 
the Mont entrance is higher 
than a man’s head from the 
ground. 
The stairs, one at each end 
of the hall to the second floor 
are barely wide enough for 
one man to walk through. 
Two persons could not pass. 
The steps, as in all old build­ 
ings, are narrow and steep. 
With only one small light at 
the top, the staircases are not 
lighted properly. 
Average 40 Men 
About 40 men on an aver­ 
age live in the old building, 
and there are two toilets, one 
on the second floor and one on 
the first, for an average of 
20 men to a bathtub, and IO to 
a washbowl. 
But additions 
cannot be made without cut­ 
ting into the highly crowded 
bed-room space. 
The old floors are another 
menace. No amount of scrub­ 
bing can take away the splint­ 
ery surface of the wide-cut 
boards. 
Years and years of 
use have made them uneven, 
edged. 
White-wash has been ap­ 
plied to the walls for years 
and they are as clean as they 
can humanly be kept.

care inside does not prevent

Designed in the old days, it is little 
m ore th a n a kitchen.

th e hallw ay for th e m eal and re ­ 
m oved im m ediately afterw ard. 
I^aek Hospital Room 
Lack of a hospital room for the 
m en w here they could be taken care 
of during m inor illnesses has been 
one of th e com plaints against the 
old stru ctu re. T h a t fact was brought 
ou t m ore clearly during a recent 
visit. 
An elderly county dependent was 
seated on a ch air in his room, cov­ 
ered w ith a blanket and a shawl. 
T he room was open to th e noises 
th a t m ight come from the hallw ay 
as the o th e r m en moved about, and 
th ere was no way to take care of 
him properly. 
B ut nothing better 
could be offered. 
T here is no room for such care in 
th e present building and one can n o t 
be added. 
F u rn itu re in th e building is u n ­ 
derstandably m eager. 
A few chairs 
are enough for th e old m en and vis­ 
itors are m et in th e m ain building.

OTHING in N ature’s realm of growth quite touches in inspiration the 
big trees of California. In no other part of the world are they to be 
found. 
Outside th e fine group in the Sequoia National Park, the most 
striking and fam ous are those to be found a t the extreme south of the 
Yosemite National Park, known as the Mariposa Grove. 
You wind in your car over a fine paved road in the m ountains, and 
suddenly come upon towering, perfect yellow pines — and then before 
you know it, you see rising before you trees of such bigness and beauty 
th a t you are caught breathless in wonder. 
There are some 200 trees, 
IO feet or more in diam eter at breast height, to be found in this group. 
But the biggest — the Grizzly G iant — is the oldest . Its age is indicated 
as about 4000 years! 
It is over 34 feet in diam eter a t the base, has a 
girth of over 96 feet, and is 209 feet high. 
A distance of a few miles from this old fellow is another big tree 
th a t you can drive your car through! 
N ature has protected these trees in its own way. 
The Sequoias 
resist fire, fungi, and insects as though they were charmed — as probably 
they are. Some of these trees bear fire scars centuries old. ’Their brown, 
heavy bark highly contrasts them with their neighboring trees, such as 
the lovely yellow pines. 
They bear great cones th a t are especially a t­ 
tractive for decorative purposes. 
There is another famous tree — the W awona — a drive beyond which 
is reached through a tunnel 8 feet wide and 26 feet long th a t was cut 
through solid rock in 1881. 
This trees is 231 feet tall and 27!-i feet 
in diam eter. 
But no description can adequately picture the nobility and beauty of 
these big trees. T here they have stood through m uch of the struggles of 
m ankind — silent, m ajestic — and proud. Those which were born to life 
upon the m ountains when Columbus discovered America are m ere sap­ 
lings now! 
Truly these are God s Giants. 
’They emphasize in striking fashion, 
Joyce K ilm er’s famous phrase th a t “only God can make a tree!" T hrough­ 
out the centuries they have witnessed the w riting of History. See them 
yourself — and they will stand out in your m ind, as they stand out in 
mine — as Sentinels of Hope!
